Specifically, the Board impliments State 
regulations governing excavation or filling activity, sewage dispo- 
sal installation, residential or accessory structure construction, 
dock, pier, or warf replacement, and one or other functions 
similar to the above which take place within a zone 250 feet 
inland from the high water mark of Lake Christopher, South 
Pond, North Pond, Great Concord Pond, Little Concord Pond, 
Shagg Pond, Washburn Pond and all islands in these ponds lying 
within Town boundaries. 


During 1982, the Planning Board held eight meetings, review- 
ed eight applications, and made eight on-site inspections connect- 
ed with project proposals. 


Normally, the Planning Board meets at 7:00 P.M. the first 
Tuesday of each month at the Town Office if it has an agenda to 
consider. Owners who may be contemplating improvements, 
modifications, and/or changes to their shoreland property are 
respectfully reminded to either file a permit form, ‘*Shoreland 
Zoning” available at the town office or to contact any of the 
Board members for information prior to actually starting the 
work.

that their ambulance and rescue service is very much alive and 
healthy.

Town Ambulance and Emergency Rescue Service, Inc. have ac- 
complished in 1982:

Training is constant and progressive. Our chief aim must 
be, and is, the proper care of our patients. Proper diag- 
nosis and preparation at the scene and during transport 
to the nearest medical facility means, in many cases, the 
difference between life and death, This is why proper 
and constant training is so very important. 

We now have 22 trained ambulance attendants on our 
staff, 14 of whom have put in the additional 100 hours 
of training to qualify as EMT’s (Emergency Medical 
Technician), 


Because of the increase in personnel, we have found it 
necessary to increase and improve our radio communi- 
cations equipment. In 1982 we have acquired 9 new 
scanners. We are in the process of acquiring 5 new two- 
way radios with the aid of a federal grant. 


Plans are already being formulated to replace the old, 
worn out ambulance acquired from Andrews Ambulance 
Service at the time that service ceased operations, 
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All donations for memorials, unless otherwise instructed, 
will go to a fund dedicated to the purchase of a new 


ambulance. Any donation toward this very necessary 
and worthwhile cause will be gratefully received and 
recognized. 


Our budget for 1983 includes a small amount to be 
transferred to this fund. 


5. In 1982 the service was reorganized to include a board 
of directors with the duties and power to set policy, 
regulate finances, hear and settle grievances, conduct 
public relations procedures, etc. 


6. In mid 1982 a policy of charging for ambulance service 
to parties residing outside the four town area was in- 
stituted. 


7. The donation of a new KED (a piece of medical equip- 
ment to stabilize persons with possible back injuries). 
was gratefully received from the Bethel Kiwanis Club. 


8. The 1983 budget has been carefully worked out and, in 
spite of inflation, the necessary subsidies required from 
our sponsoring towns has been reduced from 1982. 


We wish to take this opportunity to thank all of those who 
have so generously aided our efforts in the past. We know we 
can depend on that same spirit of help and cooperation in the 
future. 


Within our organization the esprit de corps and dedication 
to our service is wonderful to see. This kind of spirit is so very 
necessary for people to work together under sometimes very 
adverse conditions and emotional stress.

3. In the spring of 1983 we purchased a 1979 Wheeled Coach 
Ambulance to replace the old ambulance acquired from 
Andrews Ambulance Service in 1981, the ambulance with 
which the service was started. The new vehicle is housed in 
the Bryant Pond barn. 


4, With the aid of a Federal grant, we purchased 5 new two- 
way radios to enable the on-duty crews direct communica- 
tion with the dispatch center, 
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5. Clear and concise maps of our areas have been developed, 
to enable attendents to arrive at the needed location as 
quickly as possible. 


6. Because of advanced training of nine of our personnel, the 
service has obtained licensing for both ambulances to the 
Advanced Life Support Level and will be able to use MAST 
(medical anti-shock trousers) and EOAs (esophagel obtura- 
tor airway ). 


7. The service has entered into a written mutual-aid agreement 
with Hebron-Buckfield Rescue Service. This will be a very 
needed aid in critical cases involving the residents of Sum- 
ner-East Sumner area and pupils at the Hartford-Sumner 
Elementary School,

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Notes to Financial Statements 
December 31, 1983 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of Woodstock conform 
to generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to 
governmental units, 


A. Basis of Presentation 


ow 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of 
funds or account groups, each of which is considered a 
separate accounting entity. The operations of each fund 
are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing ac- 
counts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund balance, 
revenues and expenditures, The various funds are grouped 
by type in the financial statements, 


Governmental Funds 


General Fund - The general fund is the general operating 
fund of the Town. All general tax revenues and other re- 
ceipts that are not allocated by law or contractual agree- 
ment to another fund are accounted for in this fund. 
From the fund are paid the general operating expendi- 
tures, the fixed charges and the capital improvement costs 
that are not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Fund - Special revenue funds are used to 
account for revenues derived from specific taxes or other 
earmarked revenue sources, including federal revenue shar- 
ing funds. 


Fiduciary Funds 
Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets 
held in trust by the Town for others. 


Basis of Accounting 


The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by 
the General, Special Revenue and Trust Funds. The mod- 
ified accrual basis of accounting is defined as the basis of 
accounting under which expenditures are recorded as in- 
curred and revenues are recorded when received in cash 
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except for material and/or available revenues which are 
accrued to reflect properly the taxes levied and the reve- 
nues earned, 


C. General Fixed Assets 


The Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed 
assets. Expenditures for property and equipment are 
charged against departmental operations whenever such 
items are purchased. 


2. Property Tax 


The Town’s property tax for the current year was levied Sep- 
tember 8, 1983 on the assessed value listed as of April 1, 1983 
for all real and personal property located in the Town. Taxes 
were due on December 1, 1983 with interest at 15% per an- 
num or part thereof unpaid as of that date. 


3. Deferred Credits 


Deferred credits represent items received during the current 
accounting period but to be used as revenue in the subsequent 
year. These accounts were as follows at December 31,1983: 


Highway Block Grant $25,443.13 
State Revenue Sharing 4,041.22 
Total $29 484.35 


4. General Fund Budget 


The Town operates on a net budget as compared with a gross 
budget. All revenues are not estimated, but are credited to the 
particular operating account. Certain revenues are dedicated 
for particular purposes by vote of the townspeople at the an- 
nual town meeting or at special town meetings, 


At the annual town meeting, held in March of each year, the 
townspeople vote on various articles, on which, amounts for 
appropriations have been recommended by the Board of Se- 
lectmen and/or the Budget Committee, 


5. Designated for Capital Reserves 


Capital reserve accounts have been established in the past by 
statutory provision or by vote of the townspeople and include 
town garage and municipal building, microfilming town re- 
cords and the purchase of a town truck. 


6. Designated for Subsequent Years’ Expenditures 


Historically, the townspeople vote to carry certain depart- 
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mental unexpended balances forward to the following year for 
expenditures. This is usually in lieu of additional appropria- 
tions in any particular account.

We have been advised by the Town’s attorney that the Town is 
involved in litigation concerning the demolition of a dangerous 
building. There is also a claim, not in litigation, involving 
damage to a fence by a snowplow which could be covered by 
the Town’s insurance, 


. General 
The Townspeople authorized transfers from surplus and the 
use of federal revenue sharing funds for operational purposes. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. ... The following recommendations 
are worthy of consideration: 
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We recommend that the tax collector issue prenumbered 
triplicate receipts for all tax payments to insure proper in- 
ternal control and to comply with statutory requirements. 


We also recommend that federal revenue sharing funds not 
be commingled with reserve fund monies for investment 
purposes, This would provide a clearer audit trail and in- 
sure interest would be credited to the proper accounts, 


We also recommend that prior year taxes receivable be re- 
viewed as to their collectibility and administrative action 
taken accordingly. 


We also recommend that a change fund be established for 
the Treasurer which would allow the deposit of receipts 
intact as well as to comply with statutory requirements on 
frequency of deposits, 


In reviewing trust fund transactions, abstracts could not 
be located which identifies the purpose as well as the re- 
strictions on the expenditure of the funds. We recom- 
mend that copies of abstracts be obtained and placed in 
safe-keeping for reference to these trust funds.

Dear Taxpayer: 


We are pleased to have Ethel Davis, who is serving her first 
year, on the Board of Selectmen. Miss Davis is the first woman to. 
have filled this position in our Town. It is her hope that her term 
in office will make some sort of imprint to encourage other wo- 
men to step forth and hold this position, 


We, as a Board, have worked hard ina cooperative and under- 
standing manner, and felt good about our accomplishments in 
1983. 


As you realize, this was the year we went to 100% valuation 
and at the same time used the new revaluation figures of S.L.F. 
Property taxes are the most difficult tax for us to accept. It’sa 
direct out of the pocket expenditure that usually comes in a lump 
sum payment, One must physically deal directly by writing out a 
check, Most of us pay many other types of taxes routinely, but 
it’s usually a deduction directly from one’s pay check, The Pay- 
ment procedure is different and seems to be not as painful as 
when we pay our property taxes. 


We would like to mention a few things that have taken place 
this year, viz: 

Our famous Crank Telephone System has been converted to. 
direct dial. 


A Conservation Committee and a Budget Committee have 
been appointed this year, 


The Department of Environmental Sewer Grant Program be- 
came reality this year with ten new septic systems completed at 
very minimum cost to the taxpayer. 


The Road Commissioners position has changed four times. 


The Harry Kimball building problem hopefully may be on the 
way to being resolved after nearly two years delay, 


A final go ahead was given for a survey regarding the Hazen- 
blaz Fence problem, which has been hanging fire for sometime. 


Our Town decided it does not want constables and will rely 
on our County Sheriff Department for any help it requires, 


A few street lights were eliminated, but the Town made it 
clear how important these lights are and that they were willing 
to keep them, 


The Town turned down the park proposal presented by: the 
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Conservation Committee; their main concern being fearful of 
added problems and controlling of the area. 


Denis Corrin headed up a volunteer group to spruce up the 
village area by planting trees, painting, etc. 


Three special Town Meetings were held this year, plus a special 
referendum election on 11-8-83 where one of our former citizens, 
Jeffrey N. Mills, was elected to serve in our State Legislature as 
a representative from District #63. 


Perhaps now is the time to give a brief rundown on the things 


_. that your Board has been doing, The new State Fire Surpression 


Tax came into effect without adequate time or notice given to 
our Town. In order for us to get the necessary paper work com- 
pleted by the appointed deadline, the Board decided it was time 
we needed clerical help in the office, since our backlog of work 
was going in the wrong direction, We therefore appointed Pauline 
Croteau as a Clerk. Pauline has been an asset to us and the Town. 
Things are slowly becoming organized and, costwise, this is a sav- 
ing to the Town. 


This year we have set up a purchase order system in the high- 
way department, as well as a few other changes in order to try to 
help with checks and balances. We would like to point out, that 
the Town now has officially been turned back 9.75 miles of State 
Aid Highways, plus we are still responsible for the winter main- 
tenance of 3.16 miles on Route 232. The State, in turn, will be 
issuing a block grant to help soften the blow. The unfortunate 
part of this case is that all the roads were returned to us without 
the State being obligated to put them in A-1 condition, 


Note, your highway account is respectable this year with ap- 
proximately $2,250.00 of 1982 invoices paid out of the 1983 
budget. Also, we have a carryover of block grant monies in the 
amount of $25,443.13. A definite change in this area from pre- 
vious records, We presented the highway account in a different 
manner this year and hope it is not too confusing to understand, 


We felt a Budget Committee would help assure our taxpayers 
that their dollars are being properly spent in the right areas, as 
well as to see if reforms were needed. The Budget Committee has 
worked very hard and held 14 meetings, trying to do a thorough 
job, all without compensation of any kind and we certainly are 
appreciative of their valued efforts, 


Your Board has been working with monthly trial balances of 
accounts, running the Town as a business, having control of mat- 
ters before problems develop. As we all know, things must be 
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current to have value. What you see before you now should show 
you what results are being brought about and that our u -to-date 
records are paying off. Our budget for 1983 was actually 
$199,274.00, with $10,000.00 being put aside for a truck equip- 
ment reserve account, compared to our 1982 budget of 
$190,193.58. Our year end accounts payables amount to 
$597.65 compared with $35,491.75 for 1982. Our cash balance 
is $58,644.55 compared with a deficit of $5,769.78 at the end of 
1982. Very few accounts have overdrafts this year. We ended 
our year with $69,000.00 going into surplus compared with 
$41,000.00 for 1982, and our bills current, This shows that we 
are performing our duties and tasks given us. You, the taxpayers, 
also played a valuable part in these results by meeting your obli- 
gations. It’s a team effort by all that makes the difference; we 
could not have done it alone. 


In closing, we must say the biggest problem our Town is faced 
with is our solid waste disposal. The results of this outcome will 
be a bitter pill for us all to swallow. Our many extensions did 
save us dollars, but they now tell us the end is here, and the blunt 
is collapsing on us all at once. Your Board, in coordination with 
the Town of Greenwood and your Budget Committee, have been 
searching all angles to get us through this situation that will be 
advantageous to us all. 


We, as a Board, wish to say thank you to each and. everyone 
who has given their valued time and help to us and the Town of 
Woodstock,
